It occurred to several of us on the staff that the use of a more 
standardized foriaat by infor:nation services might be of assistance to 
the users. ‘Ye have noticed that the format used by TIP published by 
the Navy Research Section, Library of Congress, is easy to use both 
for Seanning when first received and for identifying particular docu.ients 
ata later time. A copy is inclosed for examination. 


Serhaps you will be reviewing your procedures for publication in 
the near future and would be in a vosition to consider some revisions. 
To this end I would sake the following specific suggestions concerning 

‘Periodical Abstracts": 


(1) that the abstracts be arranged by subject rather than by title 
of journal; . 

(2) that the table of contents list specific articles by subject 
rather than naines of journals covered; and 

(8) that a cumulative index be provided. 


I realize of course that some of these changes imay mean more 
ti-°¢ in preparation but I know you will be guided by your own judgment 
as to the increased value of these changes to the users.
